FLIES TO BEACH 
TO TAKE ON FUEL 


Gasoline Loading Proves 
Slow Process on Surf- 
Pounded Beach on Fijian 
Island. 


Honolulu, June 6.—(4)—The Fort | 


Shafter radio station reported at 5:45 
p. m., Honolulu time (8:15 p. m., Pa- 
cifie eoast time), hearing the mono- 
plane Southern Cross’ sigyals indicat- 
ing the plane had hopped off from 
Naselai Beach, Fiji. (No _ verifica- 
tion of this report was forthcoming 
from cable or radio sources in San 
Francisco at 8:55 p. m.) 


FUEL LOADED 
FOR FLIGHT. 

Suva, Fiji, June 7.—(4#)—The 
transporting of gasoline and oil from 
the steamer Vioneer to Naselai beach, 
where the Southern Cross is to take 
off for Australia, was proving a 
slow process on account of a very 
bad surf. The Pioneer carried S00 
gallons of gasoline for the plane. 

(This dispatch was filed at Sua 
at 3:30 p. m., or 7:30 p. m., Wed- 
nesday, Pacific coast time.) 

The Southern Cross, which took off 
from Albert park here at 11:04 a. m. 
today (3:03 p. m. Wednesday, Pacific 
coast time) for Naselai beach, 16 
miles distant, from where she will 
start for Brisbane and Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, landed safely at Naselai beach 
at noon (4 p. m. Pacific coast time). 
After taking off the Southern Cross 
returned and encircled Suva_ before 
heading for Naselai beach again. 

The Southern Cross crew planned 
off at 3 p. m., Suva time, to- 
day (7 p. m. Wednesday, American 
Pacifie coast time) for Brisbane, 
Australia. 

The hour for the hop-off on the 
1.762-mile flight over the South Pa- 
cifie ocean on the next to the last leg 
of the fliers’ 7,800-mile air journey 
from Oakland, Cal., to Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, was announced by the flight

commander. 

The fliers and their plane were 
given a great send-off by the largest 
crowd ever assembled in Suva, as 
il ‘ir plane rose from Albert park for 
the short jump to Naselai beach. As 
the great machine took off beautifully 
from the lawn cf the park the mix- 
ture of all races—Europeans, A:neri- 
eans nnd Polynesians—cheered wildly 
and shouted good wishes and farewells 
in many languages. 

Since they arrivec here at 
p. m., Tuesday (6:23 p. m., Monday. 
Pacific coast time), Captain Charles 
Kingsford-Smith and Charles Ulm, the 
Australian pilots, and their Ameri- 
can companions, Navigator Harry 
Lyon and James Warner, 1.2! ‘een 
given great honors by the native 
chiefs and had received the official 
welcon> of the British colonial gov- 


ernor and other officials. 

At Naselai beach, awaiting the 
Southern Cross were 20 drums con- 
taining SOO gallons of gasoline. The 
three aniles of hard sand of the beach 
was said by Kingsford-Nmith, the 
commander, to be one of the best run- 
\.ays in the world. He expressed con- 
fidence of taking off easily and be- 
lieved that the Southern Cross would 
rear away the 1,762 miles to Brisbane 
in 18 hours or less. At latest, he 
thought the plane would reach Bris- 
bane by noon of Friday (4 p. m., 
Thursday, on the Pacifie coast). 

All weather reports for the flight 
were favorable. The wind at Naselai 
beach was east-northeast, four miles 
an hour. The early morning was 
rainy, but the skies soon cleared.

White House Denies

Washington, June 
News.)—There were 
gestions here today that a communi- 
cation from President Coolidge may 
be available at the Kansas City con- 
vention—if needed to halt the “draft 
Coolidge” movement. These sugges- 
tions followed denials in white house 
quarters of a published report that a 
letter had been written to Chairman 
Butler, of the republican national com- 
mittee at Kansas City, saying the 
president would not accept a renomi- 
nation under any circumstances, 

The denials, from more than 
source, were that there was no basis 
in fact for the report that a_ letter 
had been sent Butler. Butler in Kan- 
sas City denied having received in 
Kansas City a letter or other recom- 
mendation from the president. 

It was pointed out, however, that 
President Coolidge’s secretary, Everett 
is the convention 
instead of joining the presidential 
party Monday on s& trp to the sum- 
mer white house in Wisconsin. It is 
conceivable he may be the messave- 
bearer for the president in event any 
communication as to Mr. Coolidge Ss po- 
sition toward renomination ts needed. 

Chairman Butler would be a logical 
man to receive the message, but the 
eouvention would not fail to hearken 
to word direct from Sanders. : 

It is known that friends of Secre- 
tary Hoover have been urging the 
white house for some time to settle. 
once for all. the recurrent draft talk 
by a flat statement that he would

Kansas City, June 6.—(4)—Herbert 
Hoover tonight greatly 
strengthened as a presidential candi- 
date by the rulings the repub- 
lican national committee on delegate 
contests, the last of which have been 
decided. 

Smothering opposition, his support- 
ers in the committee came within an 
ace of making a clean sweep of it— 
losing only one seat where they made 
a fight, ard picking up more than 
GO sure No other candidate 
benefited to any extent. 

Those who ure toiling to put the 
conimerce secretary over on an early 
ballot in the national convention here 
bext week were jubilant, not only 
over the additional strength amassed 
for their man, but over the erfect 
they cluimed it would have among 
any wavering leaders and delegates, 

Kvues of the cabinet otficer con- 
ceded they had swffered a setback, 
but they insisted that Hoover was 
lar trom in and there” was _- still 
enough water to go over the dam to 
Wipe out his big lead {for nomina- 
tion, 

Working through the dinner hou 
tonight, the national committee dis- 
posed of the last of the coutests which 
in all involved 75 of the 1,089 con- 
vention seats. sefore calling it a 
day, however, it took up the question 
of tractional voting and decided not 
to interfere with delegations which 
had been expanded in size by giving 
some or all members a part of a vote. 

The Hoover torces wound up their 
fight ovér contested delegates with a 
show of strength which toppled every 
obstacle. A block of 26 votes from 
Texas, the entire delegation, was det- 
initely put in the Hoover eolumn in 
the face of perhaps the most stubborn 
fight conducted during the three days 
of hearings. 

As the count stood after the last 
of the contests had been disposed of, 
Hoover had added these votes, orig- 
inally challenged, to his string: 

Florida—Nine, giving him the en- 
tire delegation of ten from that state. 

Kentucky—Two, insuring him the 
support of the full 29 delegates. 

Louisiana—Ten of 12. 

Mississippi Twelve, 
delegation. 

Tennessee—Three, indicating that 
he would have most of that state’s 19 
votes on the first ballot.

HUGE SUM SPENT 
BY LAST CONGRESS 


Washington, June 6. — (United 
News.)—The recent session of con- 
gress was the most costly in peace- 
time history, according to a statement 
made today by Chairman Warren, of 
the senate finance committee, 

Warren said $4,628,045,000 was ap- 
propriated by congress—an_ increase 
of $478,500,000 over the last con- 
gress. He pointed out, however, that 
the appropriations were $9,331,000 
under budget estimates. 

Warren expressed the opinion that 
expenditures have been kept at rock 
bottom and that no further reductions 
could be looked for. 

Representative Byrns, Tennessee, 
democrat, ranking minority member 
of the house appropriations commit- 
tee, attacked the appropriations as a 
‘reckless disregard of the taxpayers’ 
interests, which no republican plat- 
form pronouncement or administra- 
tion propaganda of alleged economies 
can possibly explain.”

WEATHER CAUSES 
SIX DIKE DEATH 


Montgomery, Ala., June 6.—(P)— 
With the most acute situation in 
Crenshaw county, Alabama, where a 
hurricane has made more than 100 
persons homeless, four southern states 
tonight were checking damages from 
torrential rains, floods and storms. 

Conditions attributed to the weath- 
er have caused six deaths and many 
persons have been injured. The af- 
fected zone extended from middle 
Georgia, across southern Alabama and 
Mississippi into Louisiama. Streams in 
the last three states, piled out of their 
banks by incessant rains, were on ram- 
page, threatening to wreak consider- 


able more damage before the floods 
flow into the Gulf of Mexico. 

Many families have been driven 
from their homes in the lowlands, 
while property and crop damage from 
the combination of rain, flood and 
winds unofficially has been estimated 
in the hundreds of thousands of dol- 


lars. 

Alabama national guardsmen were 
in charge of the relief work in Cren- 
shaw county where the hurricane last 
night, the worst in the history of that 
section, destroyed more than 30 dwell- 
ings, killed 100 head of live stock 
and injured scores of the inhabitants. 

The majority of those hurt by the 
hurricane were said not to be sert- 
ously injured, but one aged woman 
rwas in a critical condition from hurts 
received when she was crushed be- 
neath falling timbers of her house.

THE FALL OF PEKIN. 


The capitulation of Pekin, the an- 
cient capital of China, to the armies 
of the nationalists from the south, 
brings an end to five years of civil 
war, during which time the great 
powers of the world have withheld 
recognition of the government of 
the great northern general and 
Statesman, Chang Tso-Lin. 


Northern China, under the domi- 
nation of this great strategist—so 
recognized even by his political 
enemies—was not altogether friend- 
ly to foreigners, and it became nec- 
essary for both the British and the 
American governments to keep their 
guns trained on northern and south- 
ern ports, and to maintain garrisons 
of marines in neutral territories. 

The enmity felt toward Great 
Britain was much more acute than 
that felt toward the United States. 
Except in isolated cases, without 
commanding military authority, 
neither the nationals of this coun- 
try, nor American property, were 
ever in serious jeopardy. The anti- 
foreign sentiment existed to an even 
more marked degree among the na- 

"tionalists. 

The southern armies haye won 
control over the largest area ruled 
by any war lord or revolutionary 
chieftain in a decade. But the trou- 
ble may not be entirely over. 


The world generally will be grati- 
fied at the cessation of internecine

portunity now presented for the 
establishment of a strong, central 
republican regime. The trouble that 
looms is jealousy between the na- 
tionalist leaders. 


It is presumed the southerners 
will retain their central capital at 
Nanking, where British and Japanese 
influence is not so strong as at 
Pekin and Shanghai.

nationalists, are contenders, how- 
ever, for regional rulers of the cen- 
tral areas. 

If peace can be maintained among 
the victors China may start the real 
task of constructive rehabilitation.

DON’T BE MISLED. 

Cotton farmers in the southeast 
should not be misled by the report 
of the United States department of 
agriculture on boll weevil emer- 
gence to May 16. 

While the tests generally show a 
much smaller emergence to that 
date at all of the stations in the belt 
—the nearest to Georgia being that 
at Clemson college, South Carolina 
—the report-specifically states that 
producers should be prepared to 
meet the situation in the event the 
weevils do develop later—as they 
will. It counsels the use of poison 
when as many as twenty of the 
weevils are found in an acre of 
growing cotton. 

The fact is, the spring has been 
unusually cold and this kept the 
weevils in hibernation. As a rule, 
unless the spring is unseasonably. 
warm, there is small emergence be- 
fore late in June. Then they appear 
at a time when the greatest damage 
can be accomplished, as they make 
a direct attack upon the buds. The 
emergence was earlier in 1927 than 
Ordinary by reason of the warm 
Spring.

Washington, June 6. — (United 

News.)—Forces are at work which 
may make the Kansas City and Hous- 
ton conventions the signal for a nation- 
wide popular revival of interest in 
polities after a long sleep during which 
matters have been left largely in the 
hands of those professionally inter- 
ested.

The Day in Finance 


Stock Market Appears To Be 
Resting—Trading Nearer Nor- 
mal Than Any Session in Long 
Time—Easiness To Get Loans 
Causes Heavy Speculation. 


stock market appeared to be resting 
from the remarkable recoygry yes- 
terday from the low prices touched 
in the heavy selling during the last 
half hour Monday on 7 per cent call 
money. Call money again opened to- 
day on the stock exchange at 6 1-2 
per cent while the rate on the out- 


side money market dropped to 6. Low- 
er rates for call money resulted from 
the funds offered here by corpora- 
tions, interior and foreign banks, at- 
tracted by the recent high rate. 

Prices of stocks opened irregular. 
There was recovery in the early trad- 
ing followed by a decline around noon 
on rumors that further steps were 
to be taken by the federal reserve 
to curtail speculation in the stock 
market. Rumors were widely cir- 
culated of a further advance in the 
rediscount rate to 5 per cent to be 
started by Chicago. 

Call Money Drops. 

When call money dropped to 5 per 
cent on the stock exchange there was 
some selling of stecks on the good 
news, 

Today’s stock market as a whole 
was nearer normal than any session 
witnessed in many a long day. 

A fortnight ago the Wall street 
member banks began to mark down 
the value of stocks in their loan en- 
velopes. This was followed by con- 
tinued heavy gold exports, further 
gains in brokers’ loans, further bor- 
rowing of member banks from the 
federal reserve banks, higher call and 
time money rates. This cumulative 
pressure on the money market was 
responsible for the slowing dowa wit- 
nessed today in the stock 
Whether today’s smaller turnover in 
the stock market is only a temporary 
pause remains to be seen. The best 
market judges here in the financial 
district are agreed that the next de- 
cided price movement might be either 
up or down, 

Discourage Loans. 

There are good reasons for believing 
that member banks here in Wall street 
through which brokers’ loans are made 
are discouraging the use in the stock 
market of money being offered by 
foreign banks. It is understood that 
the method being used by some of the 
Wall street banks to = discriminate 
against the stock market money being 
offered here by foreign banks is to 
decline to make the usual guarantee 
gainst loss, 

One explanation for the recent un- 
precedented speculation witnessed in 
the stock market is that the member 
banks here in Wall street have not 
hesitated to make Joans on stock ex- 
change collateral. This is shown by 
the steady increase in brokers’ loans 
to one new high level after another. 
The member banks have been able to 
borrow from the federal reserve bank 
nt a rate showing a profit on such 
borrowings used in making brokers’ 
loans. Recently for example the mein- 
ber banks have been borrowing from 
the federal reserve bank at 4 1-2 per

at 6, 6 1-2 and even 7 per cent, 
Practice Abroad. 

Some day the. rediscount’ rate 
charged by the reserve banks to mem- 
ber banks will be above the open mar- 
ket rate, thus making it cost the mem- 
ber banks something to rediscount. 
That is the practice in central banks 
abroad. It is true that our money 
market here is more complicated than 
it is abroad and hence it will not be 
so easy to keep the rediscount rate 
above the open market rate. Until 
something of the sort is done, how- 
ever, there will be a repetition of what 
has reeently been witnessed in the 
stock market. Member banks are in 
business to make money for their 
shareholders. ‘There is no form of a 
loan made by banks showing a smaller 
percentage of loss than the loans made 
to brokers on stoek exchange collateral. 

Regular dividends were declared to- 
day on Dodge preferred and Lorillard 
preferred. In each case there was 
some question in stock market circles 
as to whether regular dividends would 
be paid. 

Allied Chemical had another sensa- 
tional] advance today. This company 
with its very large cash balance is 
making profits by lending money in 
Wall street on call. 

The big pool in Studebaker is plan- 
ning to start up operations again at 
the first favorable opportunity. 

Market Discussed. 

Discussing the market, a member of 
one stock exchange house with a 
large personal following says: “To 
use a phrase so often quoted in sport- 
ing circles, this market is a ‘glutton 
for punishment.’ As the financial 
referees are beginning the ‘count’ over 
it, and the ‘count’ reaches seven, it re- 
gains its feet and is ready to continue 


This certainly paints an accurate 
picture of what has happened to date. 
So far the stock market has ignored 
politics, spotty genera] trade, unus- 
ual unemployment, smaller corpora- 
tion profits, gold shipments,  ad- 
vances in the rediseount rate, higher 
money rates, sustained decline in bond 
prices, warnings by brokers, bankers 
and federal reserve officials. As a re- 
sult of the foregoing at various times 
the stock market has been down flat 
on its knees with the financial ref- 
erees starting the ‘count,’ but there 
has never been a time so far when 
the ‘count’ has reached ten. 

So much for what has happened. 
As for what is ahead, while the time 
comes when every fighter takes the 
count, no one can be found in Wall 
street today willing to predict when 
the biggest stock market in the historv 
of the country is going to remain 
down until ten is counted. 

Commit Suicide. 


Colonel Ayers, 
Cleveland Trust company, predicted 
that the stock market would not be 
‘counted’ out, but that it would com- 
mit suicide.

To some people this 
raises the question as to why this time 
money is not being used for the pur- 
pose for which it was borrowed. 
Sooner or later the stock market will 
be forced to face the answer to this 
question, which in the last analysis
